To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Joint  Committee  for  the 
United  Districts  of  South  West  Cheshire. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Chester  and  Tarvin  for  the  year  194&. 

The  National  Vital  Statistics  show  a  decrease  in  the  Death 
and  Infant  Mortality  Rates ;  the  Birth  Rate  is  also  lower.  The 
Local  Vital  Statistics  follow  the  same  pattern  with  the  exception 
of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  Tarvin  Rural  District  which  shows 
a  slight  increase. 

.Among  Infectious  Diseases,  there  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  reported  in  Tarvin  Rural  District.  Four  cases  were 
notified  in  Chester  Rural*  District,  one  of  which,  in  a  child  who 
had  not  been  immunised,  was  fatal-.  There  was  a  large  number 
of  cases  of  Measles  in  both  districts,  and  a  fair  amount  of  whoop¬ 
ing  cough.  There  was  no  marked  incidence  of  other  Infectious 
Diseases. 

The  main  effect  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
which  came  into  operation  on  5th  July,  1948,  was  to  remove  the 
responsibility  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  from  the  County  Dist¬ 
rict  Councils  to  the  County  Council. 

On  the  Sanitary  sid^,  it  will  be  seen  that  progress  in 
Housing,  Water  Supplies  and  Drainage  Schemes  is  painfully 
slow,  and  does  little  to  improve  present  conditions. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Staffs  of  both  Rural  District  Councils  for  their  assistance  in  com¬ 
piling  this  Report  and  their  helpful  co-operation  throughtout  the 
Year.

For  Birth  and  Death  Rates  vide  respective  districts. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1948  was  17.9 
per  1,000  population,  compared  with  20.5  for  1947. 

The  Diath  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  10.8  per 
1,000  population;  the  rate  for  1947  was  12.0. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  i.e. 
Deaths  of  Infants  under  *  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births  was 
34;  the  rate  for  1947  was  41. 

IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  lor  the  voluntary  immunisation  by  private 
practitioners,  of  all  children  resident  in  the  Chester  and  Tarvin 
Rural  Districts,  between  the  ages  of  i  and  15  years,  has  continued 
to  operate  during  the  year. 

On  5th  July,  1948,  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
.Authority  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  became 
responsible  for  the  operation  of  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
schemes  in  the  County  Districts.  Executive  functions  have  been 
delegated  to  Divisional  Health  Committees,  composed  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  County  District  Councils  forming  the  Division, 
together  with  a  certain  number  of  co-opted  members,  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Since  5th  July,  1948,  facilities  exist  for  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough,  for  those  children  whose  parents  desire 
it.

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Since  5th  July,  1948,  the  Regional  Laboratory  Service  under 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  available  at  Birkenhead  for  free 
examination  of  Bacteriological  specimens. 

The  services  of  the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  are  utilised  for  Chemical  examinations. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  now  removed  to  Clatterbridge  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  by  the  Chester  City  Ambulances. 

.Occident  and  Sick  cases  are  also  dealt  with  by  the  Chestei 
City  Ambulances.  There  are  now  no  special  ambulances  for 
Infectious  cases,  with  the  exception  of  Smallpox. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Since  5th  July,  1948,  Home  Nursing  in  the  Rural  District 
is  undertaken  by  District  Nurses  transferred  from  the  Dist¬ 
rict  Nursing  Association  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council, 
which  is  the  Local  Health  Authority.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

W.^TER  SUPPLIES. 

The  position  with  regard  to  piped  water  supplies  through¬ 
out  your  district  remains  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year ; 
namely  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Parishes  of  Claverton  and 
Croughton  all  Parishes  have  a  piped  water  supply  available. 

Throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  beep  satisfactorily 
maintained.  Periodic  samples  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  and  Chemical  analysis  which  have  proved  the 
supply  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

The  water  from  your  own  borehole  remains  ‘hard’  in 
character,  chemical  analysis  showing  it  to  have  a  total  ‘hardness’ 
of  1 8.0  made  up  as  follows; —

The  P.H.  V’alue  7.4  is  satisfactory  and  samples  submitted  have 
proved  to  be  odourless,  colourless  and  clear. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of  temporary  hardness 
has  fallen  somewhat,  a  matter  of  5.1  degrees,  but  it  has  not 
obviated  the  continuance  of  the  practice  of  descaling  back  boilers. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  your  mains  for 
domestic  and  non-domestic  purposes  during  the  year  is  48.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  54  sewer  and  drain  tests  have  been  carried 
out ;  43  connections  have  been  made  to  your  sewerage  systems 
whilst  9  new  Septic  Tanks  and  Filters  have  been  provided. 

In  addition  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  have  been  constructevl 
to  take  and  treat  the  sewage  from  the  following  Housing  Schemes 
constructed  by  you  : — 

Mollington 

Elton. 

Stoak. 

Main  trunk  sewerage  facilities  are  available  in  the  Parishes 
of  Christleton,  Littleton,  Great  Boughton,  Huntington.  Bache  and 
Upton,  whilst  sewerage  facilities  are  available  for  parts  of  the 
Parishes  of  .Aldford,  Saighton,  Eccleston,  Pulford  and  Dodleston. 

Much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  affording 
Public  Sewers  in  all  the  Parishes  where  a  piped  water  supply  is 
available,  but  outstanding  cases  are  the  Parishes  of  Saughall, 
Barrow,  Elton,  Dunham  Hill,  Guilden  Sutton,  Mickle  Trafford, 
Mollington,  Rowton  and  Stoak. 

SAUGHALL. 

As  and  from  the  ist  April,  1948,  the  Parishes  of  Great  and 
Little  Saughall  were  amalgamated  and  are  now  known  as 
Saughall.  The  year  was  started  full  of  hope  that  this  much  needed 
scheme  would  at  last  see  its  commencement,  but  alas  ho|>es  have 
again  been  dashed  and  there  is  still  no  sign  of  its  commencement ; 
a  sorry  state  of  affairs  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
contract  for  the  first  portion  of  the  building  programme  has  been 
let,  still  ‘Ho|)e  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast’. 
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BARROW. 

'I'he  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Great  Barrow  portion 
of  tlu  Parish  has  reached  the  stage  of  agreement  and  approval 
by  tlie  Ministry  of  Health  :  how  long,  one  wonders,  will  it  be 
before  his  scheme  is  an  accomplished  fact,  even  though  it  covers 
only  part  of  the  Parish,  but  in  this  case  there  are  extenuating 
circumstances  why  only  part  should  be  completed. 

ELTON. 

The  scheme  for  this  Parish  has  got  so  far  as  being  com¬ 
mitted  to  paper  and  an  estimated  cost  arrived  at ;  here  again 
there  are  extenuating  circumstances  for  its  delay  but  not  insur- 
mouiTable.  What  a  pity  our  national  and  local  finances  are  so 
low. 

DUNHAM  HILL. 

Your  Consulting  Engineers  have  received  instructions  to 
prepare  a  scheme  for  this  Parish  with  which  might  be  incorporated 
the  Parish  of  Wimbolds  Trafford  and  part  of  Thornton-le-Moors. 

GUILDEN  SUTTON. 

A  ray  of  hope  is  visible.  Your  Council  Housing  scheme  has 
necessitated  the  provision  of  a  sewage  disposal  works  to  take  and 
treat  the  sewage  and  with  it  is  the  hope  that  the  development 
along  Belle  Vue  Lane  and  by  the  School  may  be  accommodated; 
imfortunattly,  this  omits  the  most  populated  part  of  the  Village, 
but  even  this  may  be  overcome  by  a  scheme  that  could  accom¬ 
modate  it  and  the  adjoining  village  of  Mickle  Trafford^  now  that 
it  has  been  decided  that  it  cannot  link  up  with  the  Barrow  scheme. 

MOLLINGTON. 

A  somewhat  Wellsian  vision  of  ‘Things  to  Come’,  urgently 
needed  though  it  is,  but  at  the  moment  financially  incapable  of 
being  executed,  and  linked  up  with  the  Saughall  scheme. 

ROWTON. 

A  very  commendable  scheme  has  been  committed  to  paper 
by  your  Consulting  Engineers  which  would  be  instrumental  in 
wiping  up  a  source  of  nuisances  outside  your  area  and  would 
afford  untold  benefit  if  only  it  were  financially  possible  to  go  ahead. 

STOAK, 

Litre  we  have  a  sewer  laid  many  years  ago  by  some  bene¬ 
factor  who  thought  fit  to  allow  it  to  discharge  into  a  water-course 
running  through  a  farmer’s  orchard  without  any  treatment  what¬ 
soever,  all  that  is  required  is  a  treatment  works  to  accommodate 
the  sewage  from  some  21  dwellings  and  farms. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  continue  to  receive  attention  and  steps  are  taken  to 
prevent  their  pollution  as  far  as  possible. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

These  two  services  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  and  in  one  instance  by  Contract. 

Early  in  January  delivery  of  a  new  Refuse  Collection  vehicle 
was  effected  and  this  enabled  re-organisation  of  the  scheme  to  take 
place  and  to  add  certain  other  parishes  v/hich  meant  that  the 
service  was  afforded  to  27  out  of  the  50  Parishes  comprising  your 
area.

In  addition,  the  Barracks  at  the  Dale,  the  Military  Hospital 
at  Moston  are  .scav'cnged  twice  each  week  and  the  County  Survey¬ 
or’s  Offices  at  Backford  Hall,  once  each  week. 

The  Parish  of  Saighton  is  scavenged  once  monthly  by 
Contract. 

The  refu.se  is  deposited  in  a  Tip  at  Christleton  and  is  regul¬ 
ated  under  the  Controlled  Tipping  system. 

During  the  year  102  Preliminary  Notices  requesting  the 
provision  of  128  Dustbins  were  served  on  Owners  or  Agents 
which  were  complied  with. 

SALVAGE. 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  Waste  Paper  and  Rags 
has  not  been  as  good  as  it  might  have  been,  but  has  shown  an 
improvement  on  last  year ;  a  considerable  amount  of  Waste 
Pap>er  has  been  finding  its  way  into  the  Dust  Bins  and  has  con¬ 
sequently  been  lost.  The  total  collections  for  the  year  are  as

SHOPS. 

There  are  few  shops  in  your  district  which  employ  labour 
and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature,  or  the  provision 
of  sanitary  conveniences. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Nine  observations  were  made  during  the  year  and  as  the 
result  of  interviews  with  the  management,  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  was  made  with  a  reduction  within  the  permissible  limits 
of  the  amount  of  black  smoke  emitted. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  not  any  Public  or  privately  owned  swimming 
baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  situate  in  your  district. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  two  instances  only  for  action  to  be 
taken  to  rid  premises  of  these  insect  pests. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

There  are  52  such  premises  on  your  registers,  mostly  of 
the  one  man  business  character,  and  few  people  are  employed 
in  connection  therewith,  with  the  exception  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  Depot  at  Capenhurst  and  Bridge  Trafford,  the  Ordnance 
Stores  at  Hapsford,  and  the  new  Shell-Mex  Factory  at  Thornton- 
le-Moors.

The  supplies  administered  by  the  Statutory  Undertakers 
have  proved  satisfactory  in  quality. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation  from  the 
Lake  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct  has  a  slight  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Service  water  pipes  are  required  to*  be  of  tin-washed  lead,  but  where 
they  exceed  100  feet  in  length  galvanised  iron  or  other  lead  free 
materials  are  specified. 
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The  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company 
obtain  their  water  from  (a)  Moorland  gathering  grounds  (b) 
Mountain  adits,  and  (c)  boreholes.  The  average  total  hardness 
is  about  8o  parts  per  million. 

Chester  Waterworks  Company  derive  their  water  from  the 
River  Dee ;  its  average  total  hardnes  is  70  parts  per  million,  (com¬ 
prising —  temporary  40  and  permanent  30. 

The  Mid  and  South-East  Cheshire  Water  Board  obtain 
their  supply  from  the  Eddisbury  Borehole  and  it  has  an  average 
total  har(fness  of  160  parts  per  million,  comprising  temporary  130 
and  permanent  30. 

Extensions  to  the  existing  Council  mains  are  being  carried 
out  as  fast  as  the  supply  and  labour  conditions  permit,  priority 
being  given  where  the  need  is  greatest..  Schemes  to  extend  the 
mains  supply  in  the  near  future  to  Stockton,  Oldcastle,  Threap- 
wood,  Milton  Green  have  been  approved  by  the  Ccnincil,  and 
.sanctioned  by  the  Ministry,  and  work  should  commence  during  the 
current  year. 

Schemes  for  the  provision  of  piped  supplies  to  the  rest  of 
the  Southern  area  and  the  improvement  of  the  supply  in  the 
Malpas  area  are  now  being  prepared.  Schemes  approved  by  the 
Council  and  at  present  at  the  Ministry  are  for  a  supply  to  Tushing- 
ham-cum-Grindley  and  part  of  Duddon. 

A  Local  Enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during 
1948  into  the  proposetl  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  extension 
ot  the  water  supplies  to  the  Northern  Area,  and  the  scheme  has 
been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  part, 
being  the  first  instalment,  has  been  sanctioned  for  commencement 
during  1949.

This  represents  approximately  6o  per  cent 
population  of  the  District  supplied  by  mains  water, 
consumers  however,  are  supplie^d'  by  Estate  Supplies,  Private 
Systems  and  boreholes,  etc.,  so  the  actual  percentage  of  water 
consumers  with  supplies  laid  on  is  in  excess  of  this  figure. 

There  was  a  total  of  sixty-seven  water  samples  taken 
during  the  year  which  was  nearly  four  times  as  many  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

'ITiis  welcome  increase  in  the  supervision  of  the  water 
supplies  of  the  district,  the  need  for  which  I  hav'e  often  stressed 
in  previous  reports  is  the  direct  result  of  the  new  facilities  for 
analysis  |)rovided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made 
with  Dr.  J.  Morrison  Ritchie  of  the  Birkenhead  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examinations  to  be  carried  out  without  charge  to 
the  Council,  and  this  service  is  now  used  by  your  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  testing  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  etc.,  as 
necessary.  It  should  be  emphasised  that  at  present  only  bacteri¬ 
ological  examinations  can  be  made  under  the  service,  and  any 
chemical  examinations  will  as  before  be  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Public  Analyst. 

The  classification  of  results  of  the  water  analyses  is  made  as 
suggested  in  the  Ministiy  of  Health’s  Report  on  “Ihe  Bacteri¬ 
ological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies” — and  based  on  the  Pre¬ 
sumptive  Coli.  Count  taken  in  conjunction  whh  the  3  days  22°  C., 
and  2  days  37°  C.  Plate  Counts.

Every  main  supply  from  Statutory  Undertakers  was  sam¬ 
pled  during  year  and  in  addition  numerous  samples  were  taken 
from  many  varied  isolated  sources. 

By  systematic  sampling  in  the  area  of  hamlets  and  villages 
not  yet  on  mains  water,  a  picture  of  the  ‘‘domestic  water  needs” 
of  the  district  is  being  compiled,  which  will  be  of  great  value  in 
assessing  the  priority  of  any  area  in  the  extensions  of  mains, 
based  on  bacterial  quality.  These  claims  of  course  must  be 
assessed  in  conjunction  with  the  sanitary  engineering  difficulties 
involved  in  each  case,  together  with  the  claims  of  agriculture, 
but  these  reports  of  results  of  analyses  to  your  Works  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  reveal  the 
relative  bacteriological  conditions  of  domestic  water  supply  in 
the  district. 
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Result  of  Analyses. 

All  the  samples  taken  from  the  supplies  of  Statutory  Under¬ 
takers  resulted  in  Class  i  and  Highly  Satisfactory. 

Of  the  Untreated  Waters  taken  from  isolated  supplies, 
twelve  sources  proved  unsatisfactory  on  alaysis  and  were  sampled 
a  second  time  after  an  interval,  with  a  similar  result. 

Five  of  these  were  from  shallow  wells  in  the  Parish  of 
Foulk  Staplsford,  and  the  consumers  were  advised  to  boil  all 
water  used  in  the  preparation  of  food.  The  Hargrave  school 
supply  has  been  unsatislactory  for  many  years,  and  as  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  main  supply  to  this  area  is  remote  at  present,  the 
question  of  a  supply  being  taken  to  the  .school  from  a  neighbouring 
deep  well  yielding  satisfactory  samples  is  under  active  consider¬ 
ation. 


Five  shallow  wells  in  Tilston  and  two  in  Edge  Parishes 
gave  bad  samples,  and  the  consumers  were  advised  to  sterilise 
drinking  water  by  boiling.  .'\11  these  are  adjacent  to  the  line  of 
the  proposed  extension  of  the  water  main  between  Malpas  and 
Tilston  and  1  would  urge  that  a  satisfactory  mains  supply  be 
made  available  to  Tilston  village  as  early  as  possible. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  improvement  of  the  .Ashton 
and  district  water  supply  which  has  been  a  source  of  trouble  for 
some  time  is  in  active  preparation,  and  it  will  indeed  be  a  pleasure 
to  know  that  work  is  started  on  this  scheme  to  provide  a  whole¬ 
some  and  adequate  supply  for  the  Northern  .Area  of  the  district 
which  among  other  benefits  will  replace  the  old  .source  which  is 
so  liable  to  pollution. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  for  the  main  sewering  of 
Farndon  was  .sent  to  the  Ministry  and  is  now  awaiting  their 
decision. 

This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  the  main  sewerage 
schemes  for  'I'arvin  and  Kelsail  with  their  congested  built  up  arejis 
and  numerous  drainage  problems  should  follow  as  early  as  poss¬ 
ible.  The  sewering  of  smaller  hamlets  while  excellent  in  them¬ 
selves  should  not  take  precedence  over  the  abating  of  the  more 
serious  drainage  nuisances  existing  in  thc.se  two  large  villages 
and  which  can  only  be  remedied  by  the  construction  of  main 
sewers.  The  Nomansheath  sewer  has  been  laid  during  the  year 
and  the  treatment  works  are  near  completion.  This  smaller  .scheme 
will  enable  the  new  Council  houses  to  be  properly  draine<l  and 
the  older  Council  houses  to  be  converted  to  water  closets.

During  the  year  a  small  scheme  for  Edge  has  been  approved 
to  enable  the  eight  new  Council  houses  constructed  there  to  be 
drained  and  I  would  here  again  urge  that  the  new  Tilston  Council 
houses  should  be  provided  with  water  closets  instead  of  the  out 
of  date  pail  closets.  A  sewer  and  a  small  treatment  works  to 
take  these  houses  could  later  be  utilised  as  part  of  a  larger  scheme 
for  the  village  of  Tilston,  for  as  I  have  stated  in  a  previous  report 
the  Council  should  set  an  example  to  private  owners  in  providing 
water  closets  to  their  new  dwellings. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  provision  of  mains  and  unlimited 
water  to  premises  previously  supplied  from  a  well  with  limited 
resources  aggravates  and  extends  nuisances  resulting  from  un¬ 
satisfactory  drainage.  The  increasing  number  of  water  closets, 
sinks  and  baths  that  are  being  installed  by  owners  and  occupiers, 
consequent  on  mains  water  becoming  available  where  restricted 
supplies  existed  previously,  give  rise  to  concern  as  to  the  disposal 
of  foul  drainage,  especially  in  built  up  areas,  where  burial  facil¬ 
ities  for  closet  pail  contents  is  restricted. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  in  this  matter  there  is  now 
excellent  co-operation  between  the  Surveyor  ’s  Department  and  the 
Public  Health  Department.  Plans  of  new  buildings  and  extensions 
to  existing  buildings  deposited  with  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  are 
s-ubmitted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  examination  and 
approval  of  the  drainage  diuposal  arrangements..  It  is  quite 
common  for  plans  of  a  dwelling  to  be  deposited  showing  lines 
of  drainage  ending  in  an  arrow  marked  “To  septic  tank  and 
filter,’’  when  investigation  on  the  site  shows  that  there  is  in¬ 
sufficient  fall  for  a  filter  and  often  no  satisfactory  means  provided 
for  disposal  of  the  effluent. 

This  supervision  of  the  efficiency  of  proposed  treatment 
works  will  bring  results  in  preventing  pollution  of  ditches  and 
water  courses  of  which  more  will  be  said  later  in  this  report. 

The  calls  on  the  services  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  for 
advice  in  the  construction  and  layout  qf  treatment  works  to  iso¬ 
lated  buildings  is  increasing.  In  addition  to  their  academic  quali¬ 
fications  they  have  the  advantage  of  being  in  everyday  contact 
with  small  disposal  schemes  under  varying  conditions,  and  they 
observe  the  comparative  efficiency  of  different  types  of  works. 
Education  in  hygiene  and  cleanliness  has  given  rise  to  a  demand 
for  modern  sanitary  fittings  and  appliances,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  anxious  to  encourage  better  conditions  throughout 
the  district  wherever  possible. 

(3)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

As  mentioned  under  the  last  heading  the  proposed  .sewer¬ 
age  scheme  for  the  village  of  Farndon  will  cure  the  serious  pollut¬ 
ion  of  the  River  Dee  at  this  point.  Nothing  less  than  a  main 
sewer  and  sewerage  treatment  works  can  adequately  deal  with 
this  matter. 
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During  the  year  under  review  the  department  purchased 
equipment  lor  the  field  test  of  ellluents  as  perfected  by  the  Water 
Pollution  Research  Laboratory.  This  simple  test  which  depends 
on  the  observations  of  the  extent  of  bleaching  of  colour  from  an 
acidified  permanganate  solution  after  contact  with  a  sample  of 
effluent  for  30  minutes,  gives  an  indication  as  to  the  oxygen 
absorption  demand  of  the  efiluent,  ami  while  it  is  not  intended 
^o  replace  the  standard  chemical  examinati('n  it  is  useful  for 
routine  tests  of  samples.  With  the  aid  of  liir  outfit,  samples  of 
effluents  frpm  the  Council's  sewage  works,  private  treatment 
plants,  and  discharges  from  pasteurising  plants  etc.,  are  taken 
from  time  to  time  for  test  and  record,  and  these  records  play  an 
important  part  in  limiting  instances  of  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams. 

I'he  provision  of  a  regular  refuse  collection  throughout 
the  district  has  practically  eliminated  the  habit  of  dumping 
unwanted  refuse  on  the  banks  of  and  into  streams. 

(4)  General  Sanitation. 

(i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

•  The  completion  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  during  the 
year  pro^dded  fairly  accurate  figures  of  the  types  of  closets  in 
use,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  is  a  fall  in  the  number 
of  privy  midtlens  in  the  district. 

New  dwelling  hou.ses  erected  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise  have  been  supplied  with  water  closets.  While  the 
Rural  Housing  Survey  was  inj  progress  the  opportunity  was 
taken  by  your  Sanitary  Ins,pectors  to  educate  the  public  to  the 
desirability  of  converting  privy-middens  to  either  pail  closets  or 
watcrclosets,  and  during  the  year  22  pails  and  privies  were  con¬ 
verted  ^

(ii)  Refuse  an,d  Salvage. 

The  CouncH’s  own  workmen  and  vehicles  carry  out  this 
important  service  in  the  district  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector.  A  regular  collection  is  maintained  throughout 
the  area  and  the  extent  to  which  these  services  are  now  taken 
for  granted  is  only  apparent  during  the  period  when  holidays 
disturb  the  regular  schedules.  Numerous  enquiries  by  telephone 
and  letter  show  how  the  service  can  be  missed  even  for  only 
a  week. 

During  the  year  a  new  Austin  Eagle  7  cu.  yd.  side  loading 
refuse  wagon  was  delivered,  and  the  old  Bedford  wagon  sold. 
The  wagons  in  use  at  present  in  addition  to  the  new  vehicle  are 
one  10  cu.  yd.  Dennis  and  one  7  cu.  yd.  Austin,  both  of  the  side 
loading  type. 

Unfortunately,  the  central  depot  at  Tattenhall  is  an  old 
building  with  no  facilities.  It  serves  as  a  garage  for  two  wagons 
and  is  also  used  for  the  sorting,  storing  and  baling  of  salvage. 
These  premises  are  quite  inadequate  and  unsuitable  for  the  proper 
servicing  of  the  wagons.  There  are  no  artificial  lighting  or 
heating,  no  inspection  pit,  workbench,  lavatory  or  other  facilities. 
The  growing  demands  on  the  service  shown  by  the  continual 
increase  in  the  number  of  dustbins  purchased,  which  all  have  to 
be  emptied,  coupled  with  the  insistence  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
for  the  continued  need  for  collecting  all  salvage  possible,  calls 
for  man  and  machine  tO'  be  at  their  highest  efficiency,  and  this 
cannot  be  achieved  under  present  arrangements  which  were  en¬ 
tered  into  during  the  war  years  as  being  of  only  a  temporary- 
nature. 

The  service  operates  in  all  weathers  and  the  provision  of 
a  suitably  equipped  garage  for  the  vehicles,  with  facilities  for 
washing,  inspection  and  small  running  repairs  of  the  wagons, 
together  with  proper  lavatory  and  clothes  drying  accommodation 
for  the  workmen  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  for  early  consideration. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping.  Several  small 
agricultural  pits  were  filled  in  during  the  year  which  enabled  land 
on  farms  to  be  reclaimed  for  agricultural  use.  A  large  new  tip 
was  opened  at  Clotton  which  should  provide  facilities  for  tipping 
for  some  years  ahead  and  result  in  the  reclamation  of  marshy 
land  for  grading.  There  are  now  seven  tips  in  use  distributed 
throughout  the  district,  but  the  provision  of  suitable  sealing 
material  is  still  a  problem. 
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'I'he  supply  position  in  regard  to  dustbins  has  considerably 
eased  during  the  year,  and  many  private  owners  have  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  obtaining  the  B.S.S.  type  dustbin  from  the  Council 
at  a  reasonable  price  where  they  have  experienced  difficulty  in 
obtaining  bins  through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

During  the  year  the  Council  supplied  92  bins  to  private 
owners,  and  61  to  Council  houses,  a  total  of  153. 

It  is  accepted  practice  that  the  provision  of  a  suitable 
dustbin  to  all  premises  is  a  basic  essential  for  an  efficiiont  refuse 
collection  service  and  during  the  year  your  Sanitary  officers  have 
persuaded  many  owners  to  provide  these  necessary  appliances  to 
their  houses  without  recourse  to  Statutory  action.  Previously  the 
owners  have  relied  on  unsuitable  containers  such  as  old  milk 
churns,  boxes  etc.,  in  wh'ch  to  store  the  refuse. 

Salvage. 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  carried  out  at  the  same  time 
as  the  collection  of  refuse,  but  in  common  with  most  other  districts 
there  are  not  now  any  large  re.servoirs  of  salvage  to  clear*  In 
spite  of  this  the  Council  and  staff  engaged  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  record  for  1948*  During  the  year,  the  collections 
of  waste  paper  averaged  9.2  cwt.  monthly  per  1,000  of  population, 
which  is  a  15  per  cent  increase  on  1947,  and  is  35  per  cent  above 
the  average  of  6.8c  wt.  for  ALL  rural  districts  in  the  country.

(vi)  Camping  Sites. 

It  is  the  present  policy  of  the  Council  pending  new  and 
elTective  legislation  not  to  issue  licences  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  .\ct.  1936,  in  respect  of  sites  or  individual  moveable 
dwellings.  The  long  established  camping  site  at  Weetwood  has 
been  surveyed  in  detail,  the  dwellings  noted,  and  regular 
ins{>ections  carried  out  with  a  view  to  noting  any  new  additions 
or  removals.  This  site  has  a  metered  supply  of  main  water  and 
he  number  of  dwellings  increased  with  the  serious  housing  short¬ 
age,  and  has  not  appreciab’v  diminished  following  petrol  rationing. 
In  an  endeavour  to  keep  down  the  growth  of  undesirable  shacks,, 
new  erections  as  noted  are  reported  to  the  .Surveyor’s  Department 
for  action  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  and  Planning  legislation. 

On  a  second  site  at  Farndon,  the  number  of  dwellings  has 
not  appreciably  increased,  and  here  again  various  dwellings  are 
kept  under  observation.  On  this  site  there  are  various  sources  of 
water  supply. 
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Until  the  housing  shortage  has  eased  by  new  building  in 
the  district,  it  will  I  suppose  be  necessary  to  tolerate  these  un¬ 
desirable  dilapidated  caravans  and  shacks,  but  where  the  occu¬ 
piers  are  rehoused  by  the  Council  by  reason  of  their  substandard 
acco'nimodation,  action  is  taken  under  Section  1 1  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  as  permitted  by  Section  23  of  the  same  Act  which 
enables  these  dwellings  to  be  dealt  with  as  houses. 

For  the  past  year  no  action  under  the  Nuisance  Sections 
91-93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  has  been  necessary  with 
respect  to  these  camping  sites. 

(vii)  Squatters. 

The  old  army  camp  at  Beeston  which  consists  of  4  wooden 
huts  and  i  nissen  hut  used  as  a  wash-house,  is  still  occupied  by 
four  families  (8  adults,  8  children).  Each  hut  is  fitted  with  one  or 
two  slow  combustion  stoves,  and  is  provided  with  a  separate  pail 
closet  chamber  and  a  separate  dustbin.  There  is  a  mains  water 
supply  to  a  standpipe  on  the  site,  and  an  extension  to  a  tap  in  the 
wash-house.  Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  fortnightly.  This  ac¬ 
commodation  is  definitely  substandard  and  can  be  tolerated  only 
as  a  temporary  measure  until  the  housing  situation  is  better. 

(viii)  Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District. 

(ix)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Observations  were  carried  out  from  time  to  time  on  various 
commercial  chimneys  but  no  grounds  for  action  were  reported. 

(x)  Eradication  of  Vermin. 

Where  premises  are  found  infested  with  bed  bugs,  treat¬ 
ment  with  Zaldicide/D.D.T.  spray  is  used  and  found  effective. 

Gamexane  powder  is  issued  free  to  tenants  whose  dwellings 
show  evidence  of  cockroaches. 

Wettable  D.D.T.  is  sold  at  cost  as  required  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  slaughter-houses  and  similar  premises  in  the  District,  to 
minimise  the  fly  nuisance  in  the  hot  weather. 

.An  infestation  of  crickets  during  the  summer  on  a  refuse 
tip  was  treated  wi:h  Coopers  Spray  Dressing.  .After  treatment  at 
intervals  these  vermin  were  destroyed  and  there  has  been  no  re¬ 
currence. 

(xi)  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

This  Council  acting  as  agents  for  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  carried  out  delegated  functions  under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act,  1919,  as  far  as  non  agricultural  properties  are 
concerned  up  to  March  31st,  1948.  From  .April  ist  full  delegation

of  powers  for  all  properties  was  accepted  by  your  Council  although 
the  treatment  of  agricultural  properties  continued  to  be  mainly  in 
the  hands  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  Block 
control  of  premises  where  dwellings  adjoin  farms  is  carried  out 
wh'en  necessary. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  administers  the  service  and  a 
full  time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed.  Part  time  services  of  a 
furdrer  man  are  utilised  on  this  work  to  assist  in  large  treatments 
and  to  keep  the  records  required  by  the  Ministry.  Contracts  are 
made  with  the  occupiers  of  infested  premises,  and  a  charge  made 
according  to  the  work  involved. 

The  Ministry's  methods  are  used  and  during  the  year  it 
is  estimated  tha.  the  rat  population  was  reduced  by  4, 133.  General 
satisfaction  is  expressed  by  ih,  users  of  the  service,  and  the 
Council’s  sewers,  treatment  works  and  tips  are  regularly  treated 
with  excellent  results. 

(xii)  Knacker’s  Yards. 

licence  in  respect  of  a  knacker’s  yard  at  Malpas  was 
renewed.  These  premises  hav'e  been  operated  during  the  year 
without  complaint. 

(5)  Schools. 

There  is  a  piped  water  supply  at  .Ashton,  Beeston, 
Burwardsley,  Farndon,  Harthill,  Huxley,  Kelsall,  Malpas,  Tarvin, 
Tattenhall,  Tilstone  b'earnall  and  Duddon  schcK>ls. 

Edge,  Handley,  Hargrave,  Shocklach,  Threapwood,  Tilston 
and  Tushingham  schools  are  without  a  pijx'd  water  supply,  but 
the  main  is  being  extended  to  Handley  and  this  school  should  be 
connected  shortly. 

segotiations  are  also  in  progress  for  the  Carden  Estate 
main  water  supply  to  be  extended  to  Clutton  school  and  it  is 
ex{>ected  that  this  connection  will  be  completed  very  soon. 

Where  main  wa‘tr  is  available,  the  question  of  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  modern  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  children  is  a 
question  of  great  importance  and  active  interest  in  this  connection 
is  being  shown  by  the  Education  Authorities  and  Boards  of 
Management. 

’  Recent  conversions  to  water  carriage  have  been  carried 
out  at  Farndon  and  Burwardsley  Schools.

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1  he  lifting  of  part  of  the  restrictions  on  repairs  to  dwelling 
houses  has  resulted  in  more  work  being  done  to  remedy  housing 
uetects  ^nan  for  several  years.  On  the  older  property  however, 
iiiese  repairs  are  soil  restricted  to  essentials  as  the  present  costs 
oi  buiiuing  labour  and  materials  anu  the  absence  so  far  of  financial 
assistance  to  owners  of  old  farm  cottages  for  reconstruction  is 
sini  the  main  factor  which  prevents  any  general  improvement 
on  any  large  scale. 

Ihe  Rural  Housing  Survey  summarized  later  in  this  report 
demonstrated  that  nearly  six  hundred  dwelling  houses,  of  which 
a  great  number  are  occupied  by  farm  workers,  are  in  need  of 
recoiKhtioning  or  reconstruction  up  to  more  modern  standards, 
f  fie  economic  factor  of  income  from  weekly  rents  which  are  res¬ 
tricted  in  many  cases  to  as  low  as  3/6  and  rarely  to  more  than  6/-, 
IS  considered  the  greatest  single  cause  of  the  reluctance  of  owners 
to  spend  any  large  amount  of  money  to  recondition  or  reconstruct 
old  cottages,  which  have  been  tor  many  years  a  liability. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  however  that  some  owners  have 
carried  out  reconditioning  in  certain  cases,  but  other  owners  are 
tnemscives  in  restricted  circumstances  and  are  quite  unable  to 
allortl  the  initial  expenditure  for  reconstruction  work,  despite  the 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  which  permit  an  8%  in¬ 
crease  on  approved  expenditure  being  added  to  the  annual  rent. 

It  is  also  a  difficult  problem  today  to  assess  values  res¬ 
pecting  these  older  dwelling  houses  and  the  respective  merits  of 
using  Sections  9  or  1 1  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  the  light  of 
“reasonable  expense”. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  however,  in  the  light  of  improved  con¬ 
ditions  of  supply  that  an  even  more  marked  improvement  in  the 
reconditioning  of  suitable  occupied  property  will  take  place  in  the 
future^ 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Council,  demolition 
procedure  against  existing  premises  is  being  deferred  except  in 
the  following  cases  : — 

(1)  Where  the  house  is  vacant  because  of  extensive  disrepair 
and  dilapidation. 

(2)  Where  the  occupiers  of  a  house  are  rehoused  by  the 
Council  on  the  grounds  of  the  substandard  and  dilapidated 
condition  of  the  premises. 

Regulation  68A. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  district  are  still  such  as  to 
warrant  the  renewal  of  licences  issued  undrr  Regulation  68A  of 
the  Defence  Regulations  to  permit  occupation  bf  condemned 
cottages  which  are  maintained  up  to  a  minimum  standard  of 
fitness.  Two  such  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year  and  one 
new  licence  issued  in  respect  of  premises  on  which  Demoliition 
Ordirs  are  operative. 
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4.  Rural  Housing  Survey. 

This  valuable  survey  of  certain  dwelling  houses  in  the  Dist¬ 
rict  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  completed  early  in  the 
year  and  the  results  analysed  and  tabulated. 

Useful  data  has  been  provided  which  will  prove  invaluable 
as  a  basis  for  future  building,  water  main  extensions  and  the 
provision  of  sewers  in  the  district.  Conditions  were  brought  up 
to  December  1947  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  already  made  a  full 
written  report  provided  with  explanatory  sketch  maps,  which  has 
been  circulated  to  the  Council,  but  the  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  principal  features. 

Scope  of  Survey. 

The  survey  has  been  confined  to  3,231  houses  having  a 
rateable  value  of  £20  or  under  and  included  nearly  80%  of  all 
houses  in  the  district. 

Classification. 

This  was  based  on  the  classification  adopted  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Cheshire  Joint  Advisory  Committee  for  dealing  with  Rural 
Housing,  which  briefly  was  as  follows  : — 

Category  (i)  Houses  fit  in  all  respects. 

(2)  Houses  with  minor  defects  only. 

(3)  Houses  requiring  structural  alteration  or  major  re¬ 

pair. 

(4)  Houses  requiring  reconditioning  or  reconstruction. 

(5)  Houses  requiring  demolition  and  replacement. 

SUMMARY  OF  SURVEY. 

Categories  1  and  2:  Fit  in  all  respects  or  requiring  only  min, or 
repairs  (Class  A). 

Premises  in  this  category  number  1107,  representing  34.3 
per  cent  of  the  total  properties  surveyed,  or  nearly  one  in  three. 
The  majority  of  these  dwellings  have  been  built  during  the  last 
30  years. 

Category  3.  Requiring  structural  alteration  or  repair  (Class  B). 

Premises  in  this  category  number  1,246,  representing  38.5 
per  cent  or  two  in  five  of  the  total  properties  surveyed.  These 
are  good  houses  structurally  but  are  deficient  to  a  greater  or  lesser 
extent  in  domestic  conveniences. 

Category  4.  Require  reconditioning  or  reconstruction  (Class  C). 

Premises  in  this  category  number  598,  representing  18.5 
per  cent  or  one  in  five  of  the  total  properties  surveyed. 
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The  level  of  the  rents  in  this  category  is  low,  which  com¬ 
plicates  the  vexed  question  of  repairs  at  a  reasonable  expense. 
When  a  detailed  re-inspeciion  is  made,  it  is  probable  that  re¬ 
classification  of  some  will  be  necessary,  as  steady  deterioration  is 
taking  place  in  the  absence  of  necessary  reconstruction.  Some 
owners  of  thtse  cottages  in  the  meantime  may  be  prepared  to  go 
to  uneconomic  expense  to  make  them  fit,  but  these  dwellings  are 
suitable  for  consideration  for  grant  if  the  Housing  (Rural  Work¬ 
ers)  Acts  were  re-enacted. 

Category  5  Recommended  for  demolition  (Class  D) 

Premises  in  this  category  number  280,  representing  8.7  per 
cent  of  the  total  properties  surveyed,  or  nearly  one  in  twelve. 

All  the  houses  classed  as  “5”  or  “D”  are  bad.  A  few  may, 
Irom  an  archittctura!  or  historic  standpoint  be  worth  preserving. 
Those  occupied  by  very  old  people  or  owners  could  be  dealt  with 
by  means  of  “undertakings”  that  they  will  not  be  relet,  once 
they  become  vacan..  The  tenants  of  the  worst  cases  should  receive 
special  consideration  when  tenancies  of  new  Council  Houses  are 
considered. 

Overcrowding. 

One  hundred  houses  were  found  to  be  legally  overcrowded, 
representing  3  per  cent  of  the  total  properties  surveyed,  or  one 
in  thirty-two.  627  houses  were  found  to  be  occupied  by  more  than 
one  family,  some  under  very  congested  conditions. 

Section  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk.

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  undesignated  producers 
to  improve  their  premises  to  comply  with  .Accredited  standards 
and  the  continued  demand  for  increased  milk  production  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  extensions  and  reconstruction  of  many  existing  cowsheds 
throughout  the  year,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  larger  pro¬ 
ducers.  .\<lvice  on  improvement  in  conditions  has  been  given  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  there  are  still  some  premises  that 
require  bringing  up  to  a  minimum  standard  as  early  as  possible. 

Adverse  reports  on  two  samples  of  milk  from  a  pasteuriser 
and  a  producer  in  the  district  respectively  was  received  from 
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neighbouring  autliorities.  Investigation  on  the  two  premists  con¬ 
cerned  followed,  and  with  the  occupiers’  full  co-operation  and 
assistance  the  causes  were  located  and  remedied. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  dairymen  in  this  district, 
the  standard  of  milk  production  generally  is  good. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Government  control  of  slaughtering  con.inued  during  the 
year,  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  at  Newton  Lodge, 
Newton-by-Tattenhall,  continued  in  operation,  serving  an  area 
roughly  conforming  to  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  together  with 
the  Township  of  Tarporley  in  the  Northwich  Rural  District. 

Slaughterhouse  licences  were  renewed  in  two  instances, 
being  in  respect  of  premises  where  casualties  are  dealt  with  ex¬ 
clusively,  the  carcases  and  edible  offals  being  delivered  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  after  inspection  at  place  of 
slaughter. 

The  Council  have  been  careful  in  making  appointments  to 
see  their  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  properly  qualified,  and  ex¬ 
perienced  in  the  inspection  of  meat ;  and  the  centralisation  of 
slaughtering  and  practical  elimination  of  private  slaughterhouses 
permits  a  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  meat  intended  for  human 
consumption. 

It  is  desirable  .that  this  centralisation  of  slaughtering  should 
be  made  permanent  and  that  the  many  small  and  mostly  unsuitable 
places  in  the  district  where  regular  slaughtering  was  carried  out 
pre-war  should  not  be  re-licensed  unless  the  Council  are  satisfied 
(aj  that  there  is  urgent  need  for  a  slaughterhouse  an,d  the  central 
slaughterhouse  is  inconvenient,  and  (bj  that  the  premises  satisfy 
the  high  standard  of  structure,  lairage,  water  supply,  drainage, 
and  drainage  disposal  necessary. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  have  been  pressed  from  time  to  time 
to  remedy  the  undesirable  conditions  at  the  Ministry’s  Slaughter¬ 
house  at  Tattenhall.  Considerable  activity  has  been  evident  in 
connection  with  visits  of  senior  ofiicials  at  various  times  to  view 
the  premises  and  investigate  water  supply  and  drainage,  and  dis¬ 
cuss  alterations.  1  regret  to  have  to  record  however,  that  up  to 
the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report  there  is  no  sign  of  work 
being  started,  and  despite  much  correspondence  1  still  do  not  know 
when  improvements  can  be  expected,  if  at  all. 

The  season  of  heavier  kills  is  approaching  and  I  am  con¬ 
cerned  that  the  question  of  increased  hanging  space  for  the 
carcases  should  thus  be  postponed  indefinitely.  This  particular 
problem  is  pressing  and  any  proposals  regarding  the  water  supply 
and  drainage  arrangements  of  the  premises,  which  have  served 
without  nuisance  for  many  years,  could  be  deferred  until  the 
urgent  primary  need  of  proper  hanging  space  and  inspection 
facilities  have  been  provided. 
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Close  co-operation  with  veterinary  oflicers  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  has  been  maintained.  Several  cases  of  congenital 
tuberculosis  found  in  calves  have  been  reported  to  the  Animal 
Health  Division,  resulting  in  most  cases  in  recognition  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  the  dams,  which  have  then  been  removed  from  their 
herds  and  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1938. 

Details  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in 
the  Council’s  area  during  the  year,  with  particulars  of  each  class 
of  animal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  are  shown 
in  the  following  table  in  the  form  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

The  figures  include  12  cows  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order,  1938  ;  and  246  beasts,  828  cows,  85  calves,  25  sheep 
and  126  pigs  dealt  with  as  casualties.  The  high  proportion  of 
casualties  may  be  explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  the  District 
is  predominan/tly  pastoral  and  dairying,  and  therefore  has  a  high 
animal  population,  and  partly  by  the  presence  within  the  District 
of  two  exclusively  Casualty  Slaughterhouses. 

The  total  weight  of  fresh  meat  and  olfals  found  by  your 
Inspectors  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  115  tons, 
I  cwt.  o  qrs.  17  lbs. 

Inspection  of  Other  Foods. 

The  weight  of  canned  meat  and  other  foods  at  local  shops 
and  depots  found  to  be-  unfit  for  human  consumpliem  was  6  cwts. 
o  qrs.  17  lbs.

Basement  Bakehouse. 

The  conditions  at  a  basement  bakehouse  were  considered 
by  the  Public  Health  Commii.tee.  Although  the  premises  had  been 
used  for  baking  since  the  iSgo’s,  they  were  considered  to  be  quite 
unsuitable  by  modern  standards,  but  did  not  by  reason  of  their 
situation  permit  of  reconstruction. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  owner /occupier  on  the 
subject  and  the  premises  were  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner, 
and  the  bakehouse  removed  from  the  register,  without  recourse 
to  statutory  action. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  registered  in  the 
district. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  which  is  obtained  from  manufacturers  outside  the  dist¬ 
rict.  There  are  a  few  travelling  retailers  of  ice-cream  who  sell  in 
the  district  during  the  summer.  Your  sanitary  inspectors  keep  a 
close  watch  on  these  for  cleanliness  and  hygienic  handling  of  the 
food  and  reports  on  conditions  at  the  premises  outside  this  area, 
where  manufacture  takes  place,  is  received  from  the  authority 
concerned  from  time  to  time.
